That this sec­ 
tion would surpass even the Mon­ 
terey peninsula in beauty if prop­ 
erly landscaped with native trees 
and shrubs was the assertion of 
Skutt.

WITH 
PARATYPHOID QERM 
Of all the misnomers that havo seised upon tho 
popular fancy the term “ptomaine poisoning" seems 
most difficult to eradicate. 
Actually most of the cases of so-called ptomaine 
poisoning represent infections w ith bacteria of tho 
colon-typhoid group, and principally tho germ known 
as paratyphoid B. 
In a aeries of cases recently collected this worm. 
was isolated from crab-meat, oysters, ice cream, 
sausages, corned-beef hash and several other fbodo. 
The germ s of course can get into any kinds of 
that property can be taken from any group because ^ 
ar# not Pr°P«rly Protected against eon- 
that group doe* not use it in the wisest way. 
This 
is the most outstanding example. 
The same kind of an argument was made against 
the soldiers' bonus. 
People said that the young

When sha was 
removed from contact with food the occurrence of 
cases discontinued. 
Deadly Botulinus 
The most serious form of bacterial poisoning that 
can occur from food is that with the baciUus botuli­ 
nus. 
Of 62 cases occurring in Russia there were 
35 deaths, all of the cases concerning infection from 
fish. 
The poison from this bacterial organism is ex­ 
ceedingly deadly, and recent Investigations showed 
th at the poison tends to persist in discarded canned 
foods for fairly long periods of time. Tha only way

sible individuals. While this man did 
right, the next one would be more 
likely to do wrong,

second case in which a daughter 
poisoned her mother, who was suf­ 
fering from cancer.

ment of President Wilson himself, 
at the tim e: “Mr. Hoover, a t his ex­ 
pressed wish, has taken no part In 
the deliberations of the committee 
on whose recommendation I deter­ 
mined the government's fair price, 
nor has he in any way intim ated an 
opinion regarding th at price.”

He 
does not say th a t w# shall scatter, 
to go on picnics, or to football games 
and prize fights. There are doubt­ 
less preferences both ways as to 
which way to celebrate.
